BEVERLY, Mass. -Following lunch- 
eon with President Taft this afternoon 
at Burgess poitt. William Loeb, Jr., 
collector of the port of New York, and 
«close personal friend of Col. Theodore 
Rosevelt, entered into a political con- 
ference with the nation’s chief executive, 

Shortly before noon Mr. Loeb met the 
Presideyt on the Myopia golf links, 
where Mr, Taft was engaged in a game 
with Henry Clay Frick. The meeting 
between President Taft and Mr. Loeb 
was very cordial, After a brief chat 
Mr. Loch with Secretary Norton mo- 
tored back to Beverly, while the Preal- 
dent continued his golf, 

The talk of Mr, Loeb being the Repub. 
lican nominee for Governor of New York 
was given a litth setback when Mr, 
Loeb Jaughingly remarked in conneetion 
with the «tory, “they will have to chase 
me across the Rockies,” as he expects 
to spend a inonth’s vacation on a@ trip 
in the mountains, 

After the eonference this afternoon 
with the President Mr. Loeb and Seere- 
tary Norton will motor to Manchester 
where they will call on James F, Curtis 
of Boston, wssistant United States treas. 
urer, who is at his summer home there, 

Following this visit Mr. Loeb will 
motor to Boston to take the 5 o'clock 
train for New York, 

Mr.. Loeb as secretary to Mr. Roose- 
velt, it is pointed out, was closer to the 
former President than any other man. 

Did Mr. Loeb convey to the President 
the attitude of his former chief ypon 
insurgency and the progressive policies 
which have almost disrupted the party? 
This is the question being asked by 
politicians, some of whom see in the visit 
of Collector Loeb to Beverly a move by 
Colonel Roosevelt to get into close com- 
munication with President Taft without 
the embarrassing, if not unpleasant, 
publicity that would attend-a personal 
conference between the former President 
and his successor. 

Mr. Loeb motored into town unex- 
pectedly Sunday. It was frankly ad- 
mitted that politics will be the subject 
of the interview today. 

As an evidence of the renewed activ- 
ity in Beverly, it is said that President 
Taft may see three members of his 
cabinet this week, although definite ar- 
rangements have not been made as yet. 
Attorney-General Wickersham and Sec- 
retary Nagel of the department of com- 
merce and labor are at the latter’s home 
in Marion, Mass., not so many miles 
away. Both of these cabinet members 
are starting for Alaska the latter part 
of the month and they will come here to 
bid goodby to the President. Secretary 
of the Treasury MacVeagh is expected 
at Burgess Point during the week. 


Hughes-Roosevelt Visit 
Tomorrow of Big Import

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RATIONAL GOLF 


BY JASON ROGERS. 


ee ~~~} 
It is said, and probably there is a 
very considerable amount of truth in 


the assertion, that this is an age of 


luxury such as this country has never 
known before, and pessimists shake their 
heads warningly, pointing the moral that 
this love of good things and of ease 
and this dislike of anything that has 
the vestige of hardship is a sign of the 
decadence of the race, says O. F. Kimlock 
in the London Tattler. Whether this 
be so or not there can be no doubt 
that comfort and luxury are considered 
practically indispensable by the modern 
golfer, not only in the clubhouse but in 


everything connected with the game, 


and this taste is increasing in a most 


marked and remarkable manner. 

What a difference from the way in 
which our forefathers played golf. There 
are probably few, if any, living who 
remember the old “parlor” at St. An- 
drews, that small cottage which stood 
on the site at present occupied by the 
imposing Grand Hotel. It was there that 
the golfers of a bygone generation used 
to meet to make up their matches for 
the day, and it was in that small bare 
parlor that they were wont to refresh 
themselves after the morning round with 
the frugal fare of bread and cheese. 

There are still members of the “R. 
and A.” who can recall to mind the 
well-known figure of John Whyte-Mel- 
ville of Strathkinness, father of the fa- 
mous sportsman and novelist, known and 
beloved by his large circle of friends by 
the title of “the baron.” They can pic 
ture him sitting in the arm chair by 
the fire, always reserved for him, in the 
big room of the club eating his lunch, 
If the comparison between the old and 
the young was noticeable then -some 30 
years ago -what must it be now? 

Again, to tuke the oldest golf club‘in 
Scotland, the Honourable Company of 
Golfers, for years the members used to 
bring their lunch down to Musselburgh 
With them and eat it in a small room. 
Nowadays they possess at Muirfield one 
of the most comfortable clubhouses pos- 
sible, with dressing-rooms, 
drying rooms, everything that 
the most fastidious member can desire.

There are those who contend that a 
college education is unnecessary and even 
hampering to the man who is to throw 
himself into business, There are others 
who shake their heads dubjously or nega- 
tively when the question is put, “In the 
big business of the country, especially in 
the Jarge corporations depending upon 
public franchises and consequent politi- 
cal concessions, can one succeed without 
loss of moral integrity?” 

To these, as well as to the wider 
circle of those who are looking hopefully 
and loyally for a just and therefore 
lasting solution of the unique problems 
our country has in hand, this little book 
is timely in the best sense, morally re- 
freshing and calculated to carry on the 
influence of an eminently useful life. 

William Henry Baldwin, Jr., was a 
Boston boy, the son of William Henry 
Baldwin, one of Boston's prominent 
philanthropists, whose work for young 
men especially widely known and 
revered. The son was brought up 
in a home atmosphere of high standard 
and noble living, and early imbibed ideals 
of social service. As his graduation from 
Harvard approached he considered his 
choice of a vocation chiefly from the

standpoint of service. Where could he 
use his individual gifts for humanity? 
“I want to work,” he said, “in some of 
these social and economical questions.” 
While hovering near to the profession of 
the ministry, and having experimented 
slightly with law, he was still unsettled 
when the call came from Charles Fran- 
cis Adams, who was looking for young 
men of promise to enter the offices of the 
Union Pacific railroad. He was simply 
offered “his chance.” Beginning with a 
modest clerkship, he passed by rapid 
promotions, each change being to a more 
difficult task, through the posts of freight 
agent, division manager, general man- 
ager (at the age of 26) and assistant 
vice-president, until in 1905, at the age 
of. 33 he became presideat of the Long 
Island railroad, which position he held 
only a few months when he passed away.

This book gives an interesting and 
amusing account of some “Rambles” 
taken by a Gray’s Inn solicitor (the 
narrator) and his client, Mr. James C. 
Fairfield, of Chicago, U. 8. A., through 
various parts of old London, Edinburgh 
and other places associated with certain 
well-known people. Mr, Fairfield is a 
gentleman with a* pronounced and cul- 
tivated taste for genuine antiquities, and 
a wonderful talent for discovering. the 
haunts of his heroes. This, combined 
with his truly remarkable knowledge of 
topography, makes the book worth read- 
ing, and, if it had an index, we feel 
sure that its value as a guide book 
would be recognized everywhere. Even 
as it is, we can confidently recommend 
it to all lovers of Shakespeare, Dickens 
and Walter Scott who take sufficient in- 
terest in them and. their creations to 
care to trace their footsteps.

15. On Sunday, June 19, the pilot was 
picked up off the mouth of the Tagus 
river and at noon the Ranger had come 
to anchor off “Black Horse” square. 
The American consul at Lisjon; who 
had been informed of the coming of the 
Ranger, made arrangements with the 
authorities for a very convenient anchor- 
age off the central part of the city and 
close to the public landing. 

In this port each watch has _ been 
given two liberties, the liberty expiring 
at sundown. Each watch is allowed to 
go ashore at 1 p. m. and the boys have 
spent their time wandering about this 
ancient city and making short excur- 
sions by electric ‘cars and by carriages 
into the suburbs. The Ranger sailed 
from Lisbon Saturday, June 25, and was 
scheduled to spend the Fourth of July 
in Marseilles, France. Leaving Mar- 
scilles, the Ranger will turn her prows 
toward America and bY the middle of 
the summer will reach Halifax. From 
Halifax the ship will proceed along the 
coast as far as Washington.

NEW YORE ARRIVALS. 


From Entering Wool—A Big Saving. 


WASHINGTON—According to advices 
from Vice-Consul-General Henry  D. 
Baker of Sydney, Australia, much at- 
tention is now being paid in that coun- 
try to improvement in the methods of 
packing wool to exclude vegetable fibers 
Among other things Mr, Baker says: 

It is also desired by the use of more 
expert packing appliances to decrease 
the labor cost of producting and export 
ing wool, and& to lessen the chances of 
spontaneous combustion in wool car- 
goes, ‘ 

Special consideration was directed {o 
the subject of packing, when, at a re- 
cent conference held at Bradford, Eng- 
land, of wool growers, manufacturers 
and wool brokers, it was pointed out 
with particular emphasis by manufac- 
turers that the presence of vegetable 
fibers and Jarge quantities of twine in 
the wool entailed considerable expendi- 
ture in the cost of manufacture, They 
found it almost impossible to separate 
the vegetable fibers from the raw ma- 
terial, and in many instances it was 
found in the manufactured materia), 
notwithstanding the devices used in re- 
moving it. 

During the Bradford conference it was 
estimated that the cost of labor, as 
well as damage to the goods in the made- 
up article on this account, amounted to 
about $1,215,000 per annum, and it was 
urged that measures should be taken to 
obviate the trouble. It was shown that 
the diffictilties arose first of all at the 
seat of production, where growers used 
faulty packs in baling the wool. 

Again, in the warehouse where the 
wool was opened in the showrooms for 
inspection, and afterward in repacking, 
and finally in again being opened at the 
factory, there was an endless chain ot 
opportunities for twine and jute to mix 
with the wool. No practical solution 
of the difliculties came from the Brad- 
ford conference. 

One of the largest wool export houses 
of Australia has devised a new process 
of packing and heading the bales which 
prevents twine from entering the wool. 
The new process seems to have won the 
approval of the trade both in Australia

The subject of spontaneous combus- 
tion in wool and vegetable fibers in 
ship eargoes has for a number of years 
been under close investigation by Prof. J. 
Park, director of the Otago University 
school of mines in New Zealand. In 
investigating fires on wool ships he has 
followed wool from the sheep’s back to 
the “dumping” presses, having during the 
last three years assisted in handling 
over 25,000 sheep, and having watched 
closely, not only the yarding and shed- 
ding of sheep and the shearing and bal- 
ing of the wool, but also the loading and 
draying of wool bales to the shipping 
ports, and carefully scrutinized the press- 
| ing operations. He states that as the 
‘result of his observation he is satisfied 
that the cause of spontaneous ignition 
is in the pressing process. He explains 
| that his experiences with air compressors 
and compressed air in connection with 
‘mining operations, and the serious re- 
sults accruing from the thermal effects of 
compressed air, lead him to the conclu- 
sion that combustion is caused by heat 
‘generated and’ by compressing the air 
entangled in wool and contained in the 
bales during the pressing process. 

In discussing the question of a rem- 
edy, Professor Park makes the follow- 
ing interesting observations: 
| “So long as wool is pressed by the 
present process it will always contain 
latent elements of spontaneous heating 
‘and ignition, 
order to remove the inciting cause, that

After the bale is pressed the front and 
back flaps are thrown temporarily over 
the bale, and the head is then firmly 
secured to the bale by two steel skewers, 
both front and back, at the same posi- 
tion as the stitching is done under the 
old system, While the bale is in this 
position it is not necessary to cut down 
the four corners, even when they project 
considerably, as when the skewers are 
released the corners fill up and form a 
stiff, even surface, making a package 
much superior to the old bale, The 
front and back flaps are tacked together 
in two places across the top of the bale 
about & Inches from each side, The 
aide flaps are then brought the usual 
way, tacked and lock-stitched and the 
skewers tiny then be released from the 
hale, 


The chief feature of this process Is 
that no twine or string can possibly en- 
ter the bale, the only stitching necessary 
being on the two outside flaps, There

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THE OBEDIENCE OF CHRIST 


Cape Cod and Its Name 


‘HAT mankind have not undies | 
stood how to obey the commands 
of Christ Jesus is perhaps one 
| great reason of their failure to 
| do so. He intimated that they 
could not bear then to hear all 
he had to say and that the truth 
should afterward be wholly declared. 
Through the teachings of Christian 
Science, men are accordingly in this age 
waking up to the fact that they cannot 
work with a double vision of man, seeing 
him as both material and spiritual.

Facts About the Sturgeon 


The sturgeon is called a royal fish, but 
few people are aware of the reason for 
this. It is not because of its beautiful, 
glistening armor of shining scales or th 
strange tasting roe that is made into 
caviare, but because, according to an 
act of Edward II., which seems to be 
still in force, all sturgeon belonged to the 
crown, says the Wichita Eagle. 

The act in part is as follows: “The 
King shall have Wrack of the sea 
throughout the realm. Whales or great 
aturgeons taken in the sea or elsewhere 
in the realm belong to the crown, except 
in certain places privileged by the King.” 

The largest species of the sturgeon is 
the great Huao, which inhabita the rivers 
and inland seas of Ruasia. It is some- 
times as much as 24 feet long, while the 
amallest is the Sterlet, only about: three 
feet long. Sturgeons seek their food 
in the mud at the bottom of the rivera, 
plowing this up with their long snouts, 
which are protected with broad plates 
and have curious, worm-like “feelers” a 
little way behind, and on the under side. 

The work of these feelers is to ex: 
amine the treasures turned up by the 
snout, and it is from their habit of stir- 
ring the mud that the sturgeons most 
likely gained their name. This 
from the German word “storen,” which 
means to “poke up,” or stir.

The Onent Limited 


The Orient express between Paris and 
Constantinople, 1933 miles—perhaps the 
oldest “limited” train in Europe—is to 
have its time shortened up. Something 
was done last year, when the time from 
Paris to Vienna, 861 miles, was reduced 
to 25 hours, says the Railway Age 
Gazette. The changes announced for 
this year reduce the time in the other 
direction to 20h. 45m. From Constan-« 
tinople after April the train will leave 
at 7:15 p. m., Budapest (889 miles) a& 
6:15 a. m. ( the second day), Vienna ad 
2:30 a. m., and reach Paris at 8:45 a. m., 
This requires but one night between 
Budapest-and Paris (1044 miles) instead 
of two, as formerly. 

It is interesting to note that this, 
much-talked-of long-distance train is sa, 
well patronized that it is regularly made 
up with two sleeping cars and w» dining 
car. Of late, a limited express between 
Ostend and Vienna, 822 miles, has con- 
nected with it, going by way of Cologne, 
Frankfort and Nuremberg. The average 
speed from Constantinople to Budapest 
will be 25 miles an hour, thence to Parig 
40 miles. '

THE immediate trouble caused by defective 
plates on the battleships North Dakota and 
: Patriotism Utah will, no doubt, be remedied without 
much delay, but it is to a matter connected 

and with it that public attention ought to be 
_drawn. The Midvale Steel Company, so it 

is reported, has filed briefs with the navy 
department, wherein it seeks to contend that 
it should not sustain the cost of removing

the defective plates and substituting sound 
ones, though it generously offers to furnish the sound plates. Re- 
ports state that the company takes this attitude lest precedents be 
made for imposing unreasonable damages upon it in case of trivial 
defects. We quite agree that precedents should not be: established 
whereby injustice shall be wrought'to any one, but we feel more 
solicitude on-this score for the United States government than for 
the Midvale Steel Company. 

It may seem-.an extravagant doctrine to many bluff, practical 
men; it may have the guilelessness of theory and may smack of 
utopian fancy, but the hard fact is that there must be developed in the 
heart of American business men a patriotism many more degrees 
active than it is at present. This patriotism must be lived and not 
shouted, and must be carried into daily acts and their motives. One of 
the great steps toward this excellent result is to grasp the conception 
that the government is to be treated with scrupulous honesty, and 
that it is not to be regarded as any sort of source from which money 
can be extracted more easily than from others. When a company 
contracts to make a thing, it is intended that it shall be of the first 
class, and that what is incidental to it shall be of the same quality. 
This is all the more true when the contract is made with the govern- 
ment, where, as a matter of fact, the thing contracted for is to be 
used for the benefit of the whole people. The impersonal character 
of the relations between the jes makes the responsibility all the 
greater, In the case in point these armor plates were made for the 


(direct purpose of being used by the United States. navy for the pro- 


ction and aid of its citizens: this was a fact known to all the 


parties and necessarily held in legal contemplation. It is not the 


fault‘of the government that the plates are defective; therefore, they 
must be removed by those that made them, and the cost of this and 
of substituting good ones be defrayed by the same person. ‘To make 
the government shoulder this expense would be virtually to make it 
pay for the fault of another. It does not seem to enter the calcula- 
tions of the company that though it may be irksome to bear this 
added expense in material and wages, it has nothing whatever to do 
With the governinent’s rights in the matter, but simply is a case either 
or wrong doing or misfortune, for which the government is in no 
way responsible. 

It is astonishing that men can gravely argue.that they shall not 
sustainithe consequences of their own acts but that some other must 
sustain'them. Of all parties, the United States government receives 
most of the brunt of this sort of reasoning, when, as a matter of 
fact, it should have least.. There is no danger that the rights of the 
Midvale Steel Company will not be regarded, but the same company 
is not particularly solicitous about the United States, whose rights 
are paramount. It is high time for us to grasp the fact that we are 
done with the morals of naughty children; we must be done with the 
puerilities of wilful selfishness; we must aspire to the dignity of 
patriotism and integrity. If we cannot show resolution enough to 
do this soon, we shall have to put our necks under the heel of money, 
with its gross and stupid cunning. It is quite as much a patriotic 
duty of all citizens to give the government good material, and to save 
it all unnecessary expense in connection with such material, as it is 
to fight its battles or to administer its affairs. This view is not held 
today, but it must be tomorrow, or else we fall apart, disintegrated 
by a selfishness that cannot see ahead. Neither our army, our navy, 
nor any branch or arm of our government is a commercial institution, 
but is one of the visible manifestations that there is here a nation, a 
nation that was founded by those that loved the common profit well 
enough to forget their own.

ee ~ ought to become fitted for a better paid post. 
A school like this, or any such evidence of a corporation's watchful- 
ness, is a sign of the sane cooperation that must exist between em- 
ployer and employee if they are ever to prove themselves, good 
citizens. There is nothing that develops mutual respect like a 
common striving after an honorable end. By means such as this, 
a corporation without any extravagance of profession can show its 
employees that it sincerely desires their welfare by making them more 
self-reliant and better equipped. It means more in a certain way 
than simple increase of wages upon demand, because in this case 
the employee knows by demonstration and not by mere assertion that 
he is fitted to earn better wages. Returning is more wholesome 
than mere receiving. 

The school, as we have indicated, operates on a system of cor- 
respondence that enables its teachers to reach the 20,000 employees 
that it has scattered about, and at the same time keep at one central 
spot the results of that teaching, so that archives are accumulated 
which the officials may consult in case of an intended promotion. 
But very properly the results of these examinations do not determine 
in questions of appointment, and thus is saved to the official the right 
of free choice in making appointments, so very necessary in a busi- 


ness like that of operating a railroad, where qualifications something 
more than can be shown in an examination paper must be proved. 

The report states that up to the present time about 1000 out 
of the 20,000 employees have availed themselves of what the school 
offers, but we hope that in future more will use their opportunities in 
a corporation institution that must have good results. The school 
is one Of many signs of that enlightenment that is coming. to us 
everywhere, to be no more appreciated anywhere, perhaps, than in 
those walks of life where great masses of men perform functions 
for the public good. |

THE great speech with which Monsieur 
Briand wound up the recent debate in the 
French Chamber will probably come to be 
regarded as one of the historical orations 
uttered in that building. In it the premier 
stepped outside the ring of party politics, 
and stood before the country as no mere 
politician, but as a statesman. Ever since 
the fall of the empire a struggle has gone on | 

between the imperial and monarchial forces ~“~—-—— > 

on the one hand, and the forces of republicanism on the other. The, 
struggle has been a severe one, and there have been moments when 
nothing but the color of a flag has stood between the monarchists 
and the realization of their hopes. Today, so far as it is humanly 
possible to see, the republican idea has triumphed completely. The 
Imperialists and the Monarchists, without leaders capable of in- 
spiring them, without a definite policy capable of arousing the en- 
thusiasm of the country, without even cohesion among themselves, 
seem incapable of making the slightest impression on the rock of 
republicanism, in which the opinion of the country seems to have 
become solidified. In such circumstances, with a vast republican 
majority before him, Monsieur Briand mounted the tribune to ex- 
plain to the Chamber the intentions of the government,.and the policy 
they intend to pursue in the immediate future. 

His opening sentences revealed to the Chamber how completely 
he has shaken himself loose from the parochial spirit which has 
played so large a part in republican politics, or perhaps it would be 
fairer to say how successfully he has educated the Republican party 
in that broader grasp of politics which made it possible for him to 
address it in the terms he did. The Republican victory, he de- 
clared, was complete, but, he added, it was the duty of the con- 
querors to see that the glory of success was not dimmed by any 
excess upon the part of the conquerors. The moment had come 
when the general was bound to thrust himself between-the com- 
batants, with the words, “Assez; n’allez pas plus loin.” That he 
had correctly judged the temper of the Chamber was proved by the 
tumultuous cheering with which this passage was received. Only on 
the benches occupied by the Socialist-Radicals was there silence, and 
when the premier at the end of his speech returned to his seat there 
was the same delighted applause from every part of the Chamber, 
save that occupied by this particular group. 

The weakness of every nation, as of every party, lies in its in- 
ternal dissensions. The weak spot in the French nation for the last 
quarter of a century has been the struggle between the monarchial 
and the republican idea. ‘That the republican idea has been triumph- 
ant is beyond dispute. The question has been: when would a leader 
arise of sufficient strength of character, and of sufficient ability as 
a statesman, to attempt the task of welding the two ideas together, 
so as to recreate a united nation. Monsieur Briand has set himself 
this task. The country, as he told the Chamber, must be governed 
in accordance with republican ideas, but this does not necessarily 
mean that the monarchiusts shall be regarded as the enemies of the 
country. The time when their power made them a danger to the 
stability of republicanism has passed away. ‘Today the premier is 
of opinion the republican idea has sunk so deeply into the national 
consciousness that precautions which were once necessary for the 
safety of the republic are no longer called for. The forces of mon- 
archism will, of course, fight on. That is the tradition of 
monarchism, especially in France. Forty years is not a long period 
in the. memory of a nation, and neither the “grand age” nor the 
“Napoleonic legend” is yet forgotten. The Republican party, 
therefore, as the premier admitted, will stand still prepared to meet 
all attacks, but it will stand also determined to govern, with the 
aid of republicanism, in a manner which it will attempt to make 
beneficial, not to a party, but to the entire nation. If this ideal can 
be worked out, as Monsieur Briand expects, the country will take its 
place in the councils of Lurope, stronger perhaps than ever before, 
and it will owe its strength, so far as such things are owing to in- 
dividuals, to the socialistic deputy who has succeeded Clemenceau as 
premier of France.

PERHAPS ‘there is nothing connected with 
the growth in wealth of the first city of the 
country that is more remarkable than the 
matter-of-course way in which the press and 
public of the metropolis have come to regard 
it. Take, for example, the single fact that 
the increased valuation on real estate and 
special franchises, which are classed as real 
estate, is $237,000,000 over that of last year. 
This is a sum equal to the entire taxable 
valuation of Jersey City, N. J., and not far from the total assessed 
valuation of all taxable property in such cities as Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, O.: Milwaukee, Wis.: New Orleans, La., and Los 
Angeles, Cal. In round figures the assessed value of real estate in 
New York city for 1910 is $6,250,000,000; including railroad cor- 
poration property and franchises, the assessed valuation of taxable 
property in the metropolis reaches the enormous total of 
$7,044,000,000. 

The assessments for personal taxes are, of course, greatest in 
the borough of Manhattan, where the valuation is placed at 
$296,030,000. Brooklyn comes next with $59,231,000, while the 
Bronx, Queens and Richmond are assessed $13,959,000, $9,773,000 
and $3,153,000, respectively. And it is interesting to find how the 
total personal tax assessment is divided. Resident corporations are 
assessec| $80,789,000, non-resident corporations, $30,244,000; resi- 
dents, $171,111,000, fion-residents, $25,328,000. The household 
goods of non-residents are assessed at $5,000,000, while the estate 
of non-residents must pay a tax on an $88,000,000 valuation. 

Upon the total assessment of over $7,000,000,000 the tax rate 
for the present year will be 1.76, possibly as high as 1.769, practically 
what it has been for the last three years. There is a better prospect 
in one respect, however, than for many years. It begins to look as if 
the taxpayers of New York city would come yery near getting their 
money's worth under the Gaynor administration. 
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Tue million-dollar fire which has just occurred in the forests 
of Wisconsin will serve as a reminder that it is to this source of 
destruction the timber conservationists must give earnest and imme- 
diate attention. 


WALTER WELLMAN, journalist and Arctic 
explorer, whose latest undertaking to reach 
the north pole by balloon was abandoned 
upon the announcement of Commander 
Peary's -achievement, in association with 
Melvin Vaniman, who has had considerable 
experience in aeronautics, proposes to cross 
over the Atlantic ocean in a dirigible balloon 
at some time during the coming fall. The 
balloon to be used is the “America,” which 
was built for the Wellman polar expedition. This powerful aerial 
machine has been subjected to severe tests in Spitzbergen and is said 
to rank second in size and general equipment to the latest Zeppelin 
airship. Presumably the newspapers under whose auspices the voy- 
age is to be made inquired carefully into the character of the craft 
and are satisfied as to its safety-so far as human ingenuity at this 
time is capable of providing safeguards for such an enterprise. 

Mr. Wellman has not been successful in. his aeronautic under- 
takings heretofore. His apparent failures in the polar regions have 
been necessarily conspicuous. The very boldness of the projects 
upon which he has entered has seemed to invite, if not to excuse, the 
criticism that followed each recurrent so-called fiasco. But those 
who know Mr. Wellman best, and who have had opportunity of 
learning of the difficulties which he was forced to encounter and of 
the'skill and courage he has displayed in the face of apparently over- 
whelming obstacles, have been the most ready to extend to him 
material and moral assistance in every new enterprise he has planned. 

There may be, and there probably is, considerable doubt exist- 
ing today both as regards the feasibility of a balloon voyage over the 
Atlantic and the ability of Mr. Wellman, assuming it to be feasible, 
to bring such an enterprise to a successful conclusion. With regard 
to the first phase of this doubt, it. is only necessary to recall that a 
flight by airship across the British channel was deemed impossible 
only a very short time ago; with regard to the second phase, the 
basis for it being the projector's former experiences, it cannot truth- 
fully be said that a man who has risen superior to defeat as often 
as has Walter Wellman has ever really failed. 

Somebody, some day, will succeed in carrying out an under- 
taking similar to that upon which Mr. Wellman proposes to embark. 
He may be the successful ‘one. 
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STATISTICIANS, who seem to have bestowed 
a great deal more thought than is necessary 
upon the subject, estimate that in one way 
or another, and independently of the require- 
ments of commerce, fully half a billion of 
American money finds its way to Europe 
annually. A great part of this money, if 
not all of it, comes back to us‘in regular 
course. Whether the money is spent abroad 
in pleasure or to assist those in need of aid, 7 
or in the purchase of art treasures, or, as most of it Is expended, in 
the acquirement of a broader education and a larger experience, it 
is a live investment. The time has long passed since it could be 
said with truth that any one part of the world could help or hurt 
any other part without helping or hurting itself. If we take it that 
the half billion that we send to Europe annually in the manner in- 
dicated is helpful to the Europeans, it must follow that we shall 
eventually share as largely as the Europeans themselves in the bene- 
fits accruing from tt. 

In a way the money thus sent abroad annually preserves a much 
more gratifying material balance between the old world and the new 
than would be possible were we to hoard our wealth or prevent it 
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from having free circulation in all quarters. We are making Europe + 


prosperous to a large degree, and we are contributing our share 
toward making humanity in general more comfortable. In the end 
we have plenty for ourselves, or, at least, we have plenty upon which 
to draw in order that all may have their wants supplied, the only 
thing lacking being unity of action looking to @ more equitable dis- 
tribution. And this will come in good season, not by questioning 
our ability to contribute liberally toward the prosperity of other 
peoples, but by recognizing the fact that all peoples have a common 
inheritance in and a common right to a share of-the fruits of the 
earth, 
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
